Senate on Wednesday. Some of the English 
Commissioners left for New York to-day, and 
will tall from that eity, accompanied by Gen. 
Schenck, for home in two weeks from 
Wednesday next. There were mutual con- 
gratulations over the signing of the treaty, 
while the Commussioners on both sides ex- 
pressed the opinion that ratifications would 
be exchanged at no distant day. 

ARRIVAL OF SENATORS.

Beiore the war the peculiar mode in

The war, which 
abolished slavery, has compelled the 
South to look to other sources of 
ity besides cotton, to foster immigration, to 
encourage diversified industries, to enter 
upon an entirely new era of existence 
‘ The demand for a more central location 
than New York as an entrepot ms becom- 
ing daily more imperative. Immigration 
is retarded by the expense of trave, 
from New York to the Southern 
States. European machinery and manu- 
factured articles mtended ‘or the South 
are heightened in cost by a needless 
length of land transit, and Southern pro. 
duce appeared at a disadvantage in the 
foreign markets from the same cause, 
The geographical position of Norfolk 
points it out as a suitable port for a great 
commmercial center. Its ramified rail- 
road connections shorten land carriage 
between consumers and producers in sev- 
eral instances by hundreds of miles. 
When the great Pacific lines are com- 
pleted the advantages now held by this 
port over New York will be enormously 
increased.

The Progress of Revolution. 

The Chicago Post makes merry over 
the fears we have expressed smth respect 
to the plans of the Radi¢al leaders. It is 
this absence of apprehension on the part of 
the Northern people which bodes the great- 
est danger. In the South we have passed 
| through a revolution. We have personal 
knowledge of that sort of thing. We know 
what it is. We know ‘how easy it is. In 
the North it is different. The people 
there are blinded by success and satisfied 
by prosperity. Thoseof them who do not 
‘dismiss our gloomy auguries with the 
ready charge of treason, look upon them as 
the result of proscription, not the out- 
givings of a healthtul and a thoughtful 
spirit. In truth, if we understand our own 
mind, it is in this matter not moved by 
any partisan consideration whatever. We 
believe that it is the purpose of General 
GRANT never to quit the White House; and 
if weare wrong 1m this, history teaches 
nothing, and all the signs of the times are 
lies. 

No legislative act was passed in England 
during CROMWELL’s time, nor in France 
during the domination of Lours Napo- 
LEON, conferring half such powers upon 
the government as those which are vested 
in Gen. Grant by the force bill. The only 
guarantee which the country has that it 
may not be completely imperialized is to 
be sought for in the moderation of one 
man, and that a man who has shown him- 
self capable of the greatest excess, The 
command of the army; the suspension ot 
the writ of habeas corpus; the control of the 
Federal courts, place one entire section at 
the mercy of this man, who has only to ap- 
peal to the prejudice which gave him the 
authority in order to exercise it. No ham- 
let iu the South is safe to day from invasion 
brought on by a vicious person, who may 
remain unknown. Noman in the South 
is secure against arrest and imprisonment, 
trial before a court organized to convict 
and a jury selected by the aid of a parti- 
san test-oath, and convicted of a capital 
crime without so much as a chance for his 
life.

It is disgracetul to the Northern people 
that they have permitted this despotism 
to be practiced upon their fellow-citizens 
inthe South. But they will share its pen- 
alties.

‘German Catholicism. 

The movement of the Catholics opposed 
to the infallibility dogma is assuming 
greater importance every day in Ger- 
many. A modern LUTHER it seems has 
srisen in the great Catholic theolegian, 
Vou DoELLaveER, who, in the name ot all 
intelligent Catholics, protests against the 
premulgation of the infallibility dogma, as 
slike repuguant to conscience and common 
sense, But, unlike the Luruer of old, 
who struggled against a whole world ready 
to condemn him, DoELLINGER is supported 
by the most learned anthorities of the 
Catholic Church, and the great mass ot 
the more intelligent Catholics of Europe. 
His protests are indorsed by thé government I ~ 
and the people, and the thunders of the 
Vetican, finding expression in the papal. 
bull of excommunication, explode harm- 
lessly over his head. This movement is 
the greatest disaster that has betallen the 
Church of Rome since the day that the 
fearless monk of Wittemburg nailed his 
protest against papal abuses on the Ca- 
thedral door of that city, for it threatens 
to divide the great body of the Catholics 
of Germaty, Austria, and Switzerland 
from the Romaa Church. The Ecumen- 
ical Council, convoked for the expres 
purpose of promoting the interests of the 
Church, may thus prove its rum. 

A determination not to submit tothe 
arrogant pretensions of the Pope per- 
vades all Europe and extends to the Jes- 
uits, who not only claim absolute power 
in spiritual matters, but, according to 
the special organs of the order, 
unlimited sovereignty ia temporal affairs. 
According to their claime all the rulers of 
the earth are but so many governors, who 
are to obey implicitly the commands of the 
sovereign pontiff, not only in their spiritual 
affairs, but also in all the rest. This is the 
absolute deification of one man, or rather 
of a set of men, and the total enthrallmen, 
of all the rest of mankind, who are to be 
like so many slaves that are to do their 
bidding. This is in plain words the mon- 
strous doctrine to whose introduction into 
the articles of faith of the Catholic church 
Professor DokLLINGER objects, and in 
this objection he is supported not only by 
almost the entire Catholic faculty of the 
University ot Munich, but by chat 
of all the other Catholic uni- 
versities of Germany. The different 
governments of Germany have also for- 
bidden the official promulgation of the 
dogma within their States as indirect op- 
position to the laws of the country,and 
particularly the Bavarian Government, the | 
most Catholic of Germany, has not only 
been especially energetic in the measures | 
adopted, but its young King takes every 
occasion to show the veteran DoxLLINGER 
all possible sympathy, and has written an | 
autograph letter to him, in which he as- 
sures him of his esteem. The Catholic
